Sufficient time has also elapsed tO war- 
rant the doctors in asserting that the 
danger of inflammation where the bullet 
lodged has disappeared. It is believed 
that the ball has now become encysted in 
the muscles of the back, and unless its 
location should prove troublesome later 
on, there will never be any necessity for 
removing it. Dr. Mann, in speaking in 
regard to this today, said he knew a man 
who lived for years with a bullet in the 
muscles of his heart. 

The attention of the physicians is now, 
therefore, mainly directed to the care 
and treatment of the wound caused by 
the incision made in the abdomen, abové 
the navel, when the operation was per- 
formed. This wound is progressing sat- 
isfactorily. 

“Decided benefit followed the dressing 
of the wound last night,” is the way the 
doctors put it officially. The slight scare 
which followed the announcement at mid- 
night last night of the opening of the 
wound did not have a leg to stand on 
today when fuller details of its insig- 
nificant character were obtained. The 
“incident,” .as it is termed, would not 
have been mentioned in the history of 
an ordinary hospital case, and the phy- 
sicians last night debated for some time 
upon the propriety of making it public. 
As they had promised to take the public 
into their confidence, they finally con- 
eluded that the redemption of that pledge 
compelled them to announce it. Their 
frankness has already had an excellent 
effect. It has convinced all who may still 
have harbored doubts as to whether the 
public were getting the whole truth from 
the sick room that their skepticism was 
unfounded. Another milestone passed on 
the road to recovery was the discon- 
tinuance today by the doctors of the fig- 
ures showing respiration variations in 
their official bulletins. 

The president now breaths deeply and 
normally and the addition of the respira- 
tion was_considered valueless in the bul- 
letins. The president’s pulse was slight- 
ly accelerated in the afternoon, but the 
change was not deemed material and his 
temperature remained practically  sta- 
tionary at 100.2 from daylight until dark 
The evidences of improvement were the 
president’s keée@h relish of the beef juice 
given him during the night and the in- 
crease in his allowance from one -to three 
téaspoonfuls, and also the fact that the 
wound is becoming ‘‘more healthy.” 

Dr. McBufhey explained this afternoon 
that the slight irritation of the wound 
still remaining should pass away within 
the next twenty-four hours. 


PRESIDENT MOVED TO

The president continues in excellent 
spirits, but he confessed to one of the 
attendants today that he was getting 
lonesome. He requested that he be placed 
in another bed. A depression had formed 
in the mattress on which he had laid 
since he was taken to the Milburn house 
and had caused some discomfort. An- 
other bed was provided and this even- 
ing he was carefully moved from one to 
the other. He has asked several times if 
there was any news which he should 
know, but inquiries, especially about pub-

EMMA GOLDMAN IS DENIED ) BAIL 


She Will Be Dealt with by the 
Court as the Other 
Anarchists Are 


DECLARED A READINESS 
TO PLEAD HER OWN CASE 


Judge Prindiville, in Remanding 
Her to Jail, Said He Would 
Await the Action of Court 
in the Cases of the Other 
Prisoners.

Chicago, September 11.-—-Magistrate Prin- 
diville today decided that Emma Gold- 
man, the anarchistic lecturer under ar- 
rest here, should be held without bail 
until Friday, pending the decision of sim!- 
lar cases in the superior court. 

Miss Goldman appeared for a hearing 
before the magistrate during the fore- 
noon. She had not secured counsel, but 
in a determined voice declared that she 
was ready to act as her own attorney. 
The assistant city prosecutor, however, 
obtained a continuance of the hearing till 
September 19, the date set for the hear- 
ing of the other anarchists in custody 
here. Mr. Owens, the prosecutor, stated 
that the result of an investigation at 
Buffalo was being awaited. 

The court postponed its decision in the 
matter of bail, which Miss Goldman de- 
manded the privilege of furnishing, until 
later in the day. While waiting Judge 
Chetlain, in the superior court, held the 
other anarchists until Friday, when, he 
said, he would hear arguments in the 
application for writs of habeas corpus. 
As the charge against Miss Goldman, 
“conspiracy to murder President McKin- 
ley,” is the one lodged against the local 
anarchists, who are named as co-conspira- 
tors with Miss Goldman, Magistrate 
Prindiville thought it wise to await the 
decision of the higher court. He said it 
would not be necessary for counsel to 
apply for a writ for Miss Goldman, as 
he would deal exactly with Miss Gold- 
man as Judge Chetlain did with the other 
prisoners. 

Miss Goldman was represented by Law- 
yers Brown, Geeting and Saltiel. They 
were busy in the habeas corpus case 
during the forenoon, but interviewed their 
client in time to appear for her in the 
hearing on the matter of bail. 

Lawyer Geeting, tn pleading for The 
prisoner, said: 

"This matter must be disposed of ac- 
cording to well known rules of law. When 
a party is brought into court . charged 
with any criminal offense, that party 
has a right to an immediate hearing. Sec- 
tion 7, article 2, of the constitution of 
Illinois, declares that all persons shall be 
bailable by sufficient sureties, except for 
capital offense, where the proof is evident 
and the presumption great. In this case 
the affidavit filed does not conform with 
the law, because the law requires an oral 
examination, the affidavit to Be based on 
that oral examination. It should be up- 
on personal knowledge as to the facts.” 

Counsel then contended that none of 
these constitutional requirements had 
been complied with in the case of Miss 
Goldman. 

In deciding the case Magistrate Prindi- 
ville said he did not want to take any 
action which might be contrary to the 
decision to be arrived at by the upper 
court, and said he would admit Miss 
Goldman to bail if Judgé Chetlain admit- 
ted the other prisoners to bail. 

Attorney Geeting protested, insisting 
that under the law the amount of bail 
should be indorsed on the commitment. 
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EMMA GOLDMAN. 


She was denied bail by a Chicago 
magistrate yesterday. 
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uneasily about the room, which was full 
of uncouth prisoners and curious specta- 
tors. She asked for Lawyers Saltiel and 
Brown. They were not in court, and Jus- 
tice Prindiville said he would wait a 
reasonable time for them to appear. Al- 
though the telephone was kept busy, an 
hour elapsed and the lawyers were still 
absent. Chief of Detectives Colleran then 
demanded that the hearing should pro- 
ceed. It took only a few minutes, and 
then Miss Goldman was led back to her 
room in the women’s annex. She looked 
tired and nervous. When Prosecutor 
Owens repeated the charge against her 
she flushed and then smiled. 

When the defendant. was escorted back 
to the court room Justice Prindiville said 
to her: 

“Your lawyers do not seem to be iIn- 
clined to come,”’ 

Miss Goldman—I learn that they are 
very busy with the other cases, 80 we 
will leave it. It does not matter. I can 
take charge of the case myself. 
‘Prosecutor Owens—I renew my motion 
to continue the case until the 19th, and 
that she be held without wail. 

Miss Goldman demanded a heartng and 
asked that she be admitted to bail. 

The court (to Mr. Owens)—Why do you 
want a continuance? 

Mr. Owens—The absence of material 
witnesses. I propose to show that Emma 
Goldman conspired, together with the 
other nine defendants, to assassinate 
President McKinley, and until such time 
as we receive further information from 
Buffalo I ask that your honor continue 
this case until the 19th, together with all 
the other defendants. She is charged 
with conspiracy to kill, and if President 
McKinley dies, she will be an accessory 
before the fact and the principal, and 
will be just as guilty as Czolgosz. It is 
a capital offense and I do not think the 
offense is bailable under the circume- 
stances of the case. 

The Court—Well, I will continue it until 
the 19th. What have you ¢t say about 
the bail part of it, Miss Goldman? 

Miss Goldman-—I want to be put under 
bail, as I asked, because I believe the 
case Is a trumped up charge and has no 
eVidence whatsoever. 

Mr. Owens—Your honor, all the other 
defendants were committed without bail 
and if there is any guilt, Emma Gold- 
man is the arch conspirator. She is not 
entitled to any bail wader the circum- 
stances. 

After some further discussion the court 
continued the case and held the question 
of bail open until afternoon, when bail 
was refused. 


EXTRADITION oF THE WOMAN. 


Buffalo Police Taking Steps To Bring 
Her from Chicago. 

Buffalo, September 11.—The police have 
taken the preliminary steps necessary to 
secure the extradition of Emma Goldman,, 
the anarchist leader under’arrest at Chi-

Su- 
perintendent of Police Bull takes the 
ground that an indictment is not neces- 
Sary to secure the Chicago prisoner, and 
although there is a grand jury in ses- 
Sion here now, it may not be asked to 
indict the woman. It is generally be- 
lieved that Emma Goldman is to be tried 
under the laws of this state for conspir- 
acy, but it is admitted that much de- 
pends upon the nature of the showing 
that can be made against her in court. 
Doubt is expressed that the police so far 
have been able to secure any satisfac- 
tory evidence connecting her with the 
crime committed by Czolgosz and the abil- 
ity of the police to secure a conviction 
upon the information they now have is 
Seriously questioned tn some quarters. 
The police continue to withhold all in- 
formation about their work, but say that 
they will not proceed against Emma 
Goldman unless their investigations fu)l- 
ly warrant such action. 

Czolgosz is still in the police lock up, 
but probably will be removed soon to 
the Erie county jail. The latter offers 
advantages in connection with 
his arraignment, for ‘it is connected by 
tunnel with the’ efty hall, where the 
courts are located, and privacy and se- 
crecy in handling him are assured. 


Will Be Tried in State Court. 


Washington, September 11.—The depart- 
ment of justice has not decided 
upon any steps to secure possession of 
Emma Goldman for the purpose of taking 
action against her in the federal courts. 
She was arrested by the Chicago police 
on the request of the Buffalo authorities, 
and it is supposed by the department 
of justice that she will be taken to New 
York state. The secret service authori- 
ties state that she was not arrested at 
their request, and that they have no idea 
of proceeding against her unless direc?- 
ed by the department of justice to do 
so, or unless they secure testimony 
showing that she was involved in the 
shooting of the president. 

Chief Wilkie said today that so far 
he has not secured any evidence tend- 
ing to show that the anarchist bodies 
at Paterson, N. J., had anything to do 
with the shooting of the’ president. 

Chief Wilkie denied in most positive 
terms the report that his office had re- 
ceived warnings that the president's life 
would be aftempted at Buffalo. 


PLOT NOT FORMED IN CHICAGO. 


Mayor Says if There Was Conspira- 
cy, It Was Made in the East. 

Chicago, September 11.—The Chicago 
police tonight have sent urgent messages 
to the authorities at Buffalq asking them 
to take action which will enable the 
police hére to hold the anarchists now in 
custody. Demand after demand has been 
made that efther proof of complicity in 
the attempted assassination of the presi- 
dent or requisition papers be forwarded. 
The Chicago police say that they will 
not be able to hold the anarchists after 
Friday morning unless the Buffalo au- 
thorities take steps in the matter. 

Mayor Harrison said: 

“It is pretty plain now that there was 
no plot formed in Chicago. If there was 
a conspiracy anywhere, it was made in 
the east.’’

SLAYER ARRESTED AND 
BROUGHT BEFORE JUDGE 


Frenchman Says Jung Told Him if 
He Would Kill Chamberlain a 
Fortune Awaited Him. 
Refused and Jung Tried 
To Kill Him. 


London, September 11.—Martial Fauge- 
ron, a Frenchman, who was charged to- 
day at Clerkenwell police court with the 
murder of Herman Jung, an old jeweler 
of Clerkenwell, about ten days ago, told 
a remarkable story of a plot to kill Joseph 
Chamberlain, the colonial secretary. 
Faugeron said he had been the recipient 
of small loans from Jung. The day of 
the murder Jung summoned him to his 
shop, where they discussed the misery 
caused by the South African war, for 
which,, Jung declared, Mr. Chamberlain 
was responsible, and Jung told Faugeron 
that if he could kill Mr. Chamberlain he, 
Jung, through intermediaries, would guar- 
antee him a fortune, tendering him £10 
to buy good clothes in order to enable him 
to approach his victim. Faugeron says he 
refused, whereupon Jung declared he 
should not leave the shop alive, and pick- 
ing up a heavy tron, rushed on Faugeron 
and felled him to the ground. Faugeron, 
in self-defense, drew a knife and stabbed 
his assailant in the neck. 

The prisoner, who signed the foregoing 
statement, was committed for trial. 

Jung was a noted socialist, the Jast sur- 
vivor of the group of which Carl Marx’ 
was a member. They formed the Red 
Internationale in London in 1864. In spite 
of Jung’s reputation of earlier years of 
being a violent and desperate Red; per- 
zonally he was a quiet and skillful or- 

ganizer and was never specially connected 
with any of the acts of violence in which 
his reputed disciples were involved. 


PLOT AGAINST DUKE OF YORK. 


Report from Montreal That Anarch- 
vig SEB Ave..After Him. 

New York; -Septethber 11.—The World 
will say tomorrow that a report has 
come from Montreal that several an- 
archists had arrived there for the purpose 
of assassinating the duke of York when 
he comes to Montreal. The report further 
states that the information concerning 
the plot was furnished the mayor of Mon- 
treal by an Italian who says he is tired 
of having the name of his country trai?- 
ed in the mud by his anarchistic country- 
men.

She was found Sunday cov- 
ered with blood and told a harrowing tale 
of torture and cruelty. On the day of the 
last disappearance her father, Elsberry 
O’Hair, a wealthy resident of Bushton, 
received a letter stating that his daugh- 
ter hac been abducted and demanding 
$4,000 ransom. 

The father, instead of forwarding the 
money, sent a detective here. Tonight 
Miss O’Hair, coffronted by the detective, 
Prosecutor Willits and Captain of Police 
Donahue, confessed that she was both 
times her own abductor and that the ob- 
ject was to get the $4,000 from her father. 
She had no help, but engineered the 
scheme herself, and it was so cunningly 
done that her story of the kidnaping was 
believed. She was taken to Bushton to- 
night. She said she intended to be mar- 
ried in a few days and needed the money. 
She used chicken blood in smearing her 
face, hands and clothing.

Washington; September 11.—All the 
members of the Schley court of inquiry 
are now in Washington, Rear Admiral! 
Howison, the third member, arriving last 
night. Today Admiral Howison paid a 
formal call, as rgiuired by naval etiquette, 
at Admiral Dewey’s residence, on Rhode 
Island avenue. Admiral Dewey, however, 
did not come to town today, but remained 
in his country home. Admiral Howison 
then went to the navy department. He 
had called upon Acting Secretary Hackett 
last night, and the only formal call re- 
quired of him was to visit the judge ad- 
vocate general, Captain Lemly, which he 
did. 

Rear Admiral Howison was extremely 
guarded in answering inquiries respect- 
ing the court of inquiry. He said it would 
not be proper to say anything for publi- 
ca.ion in advance of the meeting of the 
court as to his own intentions or probable 
line of action of the court. It was evi- 
dent, however, that he has not, in any 
degree, altered his resolution to serve as 
a member of the court if the other mem- 
bers accept his own views as to his quall- 
fications. He adheres to the views s@ 
down in his letter to Acting Secretary 
Hackett that it-is the duty of a naval offi- 
cer to accept, without question, a call for 
service upon a court of inquiry or court- 
martial, and, although such duties were 
not> the sort promising pleasant occupa- 
tion, they were not to be evaded by any 
act of the person whose service is re- 
quired.

Cleveland, Onio, September 11.—Notwith- 
standing lowering clouds that constantly 
threatened a downpour of rain throughout 
the morning, the grand parade of the 
thirty-ffth national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic was viewed 
by several hundred thousand people. The 
parade started soon after 10 o'clock and 
it moved for five hours. The thousands of 
‘people in the reviewing stands and on 
the grandstands which lined Bond street 
in the court of honor saw a continuous 
parade of 6 or 8 miles long pass. 

At Bond and Superior streets ‘the’ vet- 
rans passed between the four white dou- 
ble columns which stand at each corner 
and between the rows of grandstands,

Erie, past the reviewing stand on which 
stood Commander fn Chief Rassieur and 
the others of the reviewing party.

STEAMER STRIKES SCHOONER. 


Captain Burch Says the German

New York, September 11.—The coast- 
wise schooner Helen G. Moseley arrived 
today from Fernandina with a full cargo 
of lumber. She presented a damaged ap- 
pearance coming into port. having been 
in collision with the German steamer Al- 
bano, bound from this port for Newport 
News. 

Captain Burch, of the Moseley, said 
that the accident occurred at 1:30 on the 
morning of September 10. The weather 
was clear and the schooner’s lights were 
burning brightly when the steamer came 
down on her, stove in her bow and ripped 
her open down below the water line. 
The bowsprit was cut out of her, bring- 
ing down all the headgear and the foretop 
mast was broken off above the foremast 
head and the windlass was also broken.

Captain Burch asked the steamer for as- 


sistance, but the Albano steamed away 


to the southward, paying no further heed 
to the schooner.

Rev. A. F. W. Ingram, hav- 
ing expresed the hope, in a message to 
the Ecumenical Methodist conference, 
that the Methodists would some day be 
united with the Anglican church, the con- 
ference has decided to send a reply to 
the effect that as no constituted author- 
ity of the Church of England has ex- 
pressed a willingness to recognize the 
validity of the ministry and sacraments 
of the Methodists, a movement toward a 
corporate union would be an acknowl- 
edgment by the Methodists of their infe- 
riority. The conference wishes the 
churches to cooperate in all good works. 
The statistical committee of the confer- 
ence reported that there were 24,899,421 
adherents of Methodism in the world and 
£60,000,000 of Methodist property. 


SYMPATHIZE ‘WITH REBELS. 


That Is Report About the Citizens 
of Colon. 


Kingston, Jamaica, September 11.—The 
passengers on the British steamer Wil- 
liam Cliff, which arrived here today from 
Colon, report that on Monday last, in 
anticipation of @ serious attack on the 
part of the rebels, the stores there were 
closed, the streets were patroled by 
soldiers, martial law was strictly en- 
forced and the people were not allowed 
to discuss the situation. The officers of 
the steamer say that so far as they could 
gather, moat of the sympathy of the peo- 
ple was with the rebels and the countries 
assisting them.

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Pittsburg, Pa., September 11.—While 
Stories of.a.peaceful set#iement of the 
strike of the Amalgamated association 
were heard today with much force and 
persistency, President Shaffer continued 
to deny them emphatically and said that 
the battle of the stee] workers would go 
until they won. He denied that the exec- 
utive board had instructed him to settle 
the strike on any terms and said he would 
not go to New York or make any further 
peace move for.the present. 

While the president of the Amalgamated 


association was standing in this position, 
the officials of the United States Steel 
Corporation were putting forth active ef- 
forts to start thelr plant. The company 
held the strikers’ pickets back by a show 
of police and got a lot of provisions, 
cooking ugensils and eets for the men to 
sleep on into the Monongahela plant of 
the American Tin Plate Company. It was 
officially announced at the same time that 
there was an ample number of men ready 
to.enter the plant and start the mils as 
soon as they were in readiness. 

About 11 o’cloék in ‘the morning a car 
loaded with skilled men for the Star plant 
arrived in the union station. These men 
were taken to the mill without interfer- 
ence of the strikers. The piekets that had 
been guarding the works had gone over 
to the south side to take part in the move- 
ment of the strikers there. In the carload 
was about sixty mén who had worked in 
tin mills, and among them were rollers, 
roughers and catchers. They came from 
the east and it is said many of them had 
broken away from the ranks of the strik- 
ers in other mills and had sought work 
in new localities under assumed names. 
With this increased force the Star plant 
is practically filled with skilled men and 
will be able to operate ‘all the mills there 
on full turns. The.efforts of today, it is 
belleved, have practically ended all pos- 
sibilities of the Amalgamated association 
ever getting back the Star mills into their 
control, as the mén ‘who have gone to 
work have‘declared their intention of re- 
maining as individuals for all time. 

Secretary Williams said he was prepar- 
ing to send out the second installment of 
strike benefits during the day and would 
have them all out during the week. The 
number to receive benefits is not more: 
than 10,000 and this will require about 
$40,000 weekly. It {is claimed that the 
Amalgamated treasury will be able to 
meet the payments. 

The Hungarian strikers at McKeesport 
held an indignation meeting tonight and 
decided that if they could not draw ben- 
efits sure and quick they would draw 
out of the strike. Strike leaders have 
tried every meang to appease their anger, 
but the result is doubtful.’ Fires tn the 
Monongehela steel works, which were 
scheduled to start today, have been 
drawn. All repairs are suspended 
and the men sent home. Pitts- 
burg, McKeesport and Yougriogheny 
railroad detectives were. driven off 
the tracks near the mills today by 
a crowd of strikers, whom they or- 
dered off the company property. Thomas 
Ennis, an old man employed at the tubs 
works, was badly beaten on his way to 
the mill today. 

The New York counsel of the National 
Tube Company met with the local coun- 
sel at Pittsburg today to discuss the 
strike. It was practically settled that no 
shutdown would be tolerated and that 
the next attempt to start will be a de- 
termined one. This is taken to mean that 
an injunction to protect the employees 
is in store for McKeesport and possibly a 
visit from state militia. 

Tonight, for the first time since the 
strik3, the Steel Hoop mill at Monessen 
is running full force, which practically 
ends all semblance of a strike. Every 
mill in that town is now running day and 
night. 

A telegram from Newcastle, Pa., tonight 
says; 

“A party of fourteen Amalgamated men 
from this city departed this evening for 
some unknown point. They told friends 
they were going to take places in the 
Star mills at Pittsburg, but it is also ru- 
mored that their destination was Elwood, 
Ind., where an attempt is soon to be made 
to operate the plant. Local strikers are 
indignant at the defection, while others 
refuse to believe that the men really in- 
tended taking the place of strickers.”

CZAR AND KAISER MEET 
AND EMBRACE EACH OTHER 


Their Majesties Inspect the Guard 
of Honor and Have a Luncheon 
on Board the Hohenzollern. 
Officers Presented to 
Czar. 


Hela, Prussia, September 11.—The meet- 
ing between Emperor Nicholas and Em 
peror William was favored with perfect 
weather. The Hohenzollern, flying the 
German and Russian imperial standards 
at the main, welcomed the Standard with 
fan imperial salute, which the Standard 
returned, both crews dressing ship while 
the band played the Russian and German 
national anthems. 

Count Plafeau, the kaiser’s aide, went 
on board the Standard to escort the czar, 
who went on board the Hohenzollern. 
The kaiser received his imperial visitor 
at the gangway, where the two monarch: 
embraced each other. Then they inspect- 
ed the guard of honor together, after 
which they retired to the quarter deck. 
where they remained in animated conver- 
sation until luncheon, when the czar sat 
on the right of the kaiser and Grand 
Duke Alexis on the left. The luncheon 
party included Count Lamsdorf, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister; Count von Buelow, 
German imperial chancellor; Count von 
Eulenburg, Baron Fredericks, Count von 
Scleiffen, Admiral von Hoffman and Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz.

Member of Inquiry Board Compelle¢ 
To Withdraw. 
Washington, Sepember 11.—The longest 
court of inquiry in the history of the 
navy, that held at the Brooklyn navy 
yard to investigate trouble in the marine 
corps, has come to a sensational termina- 
tion, bringing inja recommendation which 
may result in very serious consequences 

for an officer of high rank. 

Major C. H. Laucheimer and Colonel F. 
L. Denny charged Colonel Robert. L. 
Meade with drunkenness on duty while an 
inspection was in progress at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. Colonel Meade replied by 
charging Major Lauchsheimer with mak- 
ing a false report and Colonel Denny with 
reporting against him (Meade) in order 
to cover up irregularities with contrac- 
tors on Denny’s part 

The court of inquiry acquitted Major 
Lauchsheimer and Colonel Denny of 
Colonel Meade’s charges. It sustained 
the charge against Colonel Meade and in 
addition charged him with violation of 
the naval regulations in replying with a 
countercharge when asked for a4 report, 
and also of false swearing on the wit- 
ness stand. The court recommended that 
the colonel be tried by courtMartial dpon 
these charges. 

The court lasted four weeks, breaking 
all naval records for a court of inquiry. 
In addition it was marked by an ex- 
traordinary event in the fact that on the 
fifteenth day of the trial Commander 
West,.a member of the court, was chal- 
lenged by Major Lauchsheimer and re- 
quired to withdraw from membership by 
his colleagues. The reasons for the chal- 
lenge sent out by Major Lauchsheimer 
was that Commander West was, by 
friendship for Colonel Meade, unable to 
act impartially.

ARCH HALL, CLEVELAND, 0, WHERE CZOLGOSZ 
LISTENED TO TEACHINGS THAT INFLAMEB HIM 
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(Special Correspondence.) 
LEVELAND, Ohio, September 9.— 
Leon Czolgosz, who now occupies @ 
felon’s ‘cell in Buffalo, because otf 
his attempt on the life of the president, 
learned the rudiments of anarchy in Arch 
hall, a sectional view of which is shown 
in theeaccompanying illustration. 

Before the man who tried to kill the 
rresident became an anarchist he was a 
socialist. The transition between the 
two theories was very brief for Czolgosz. 
The philosophy which he mastered at 
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the Arch hall meetings are the loudest in 


Arch hall six years ago was insufficient 
for him. He found it entirely inadequate 
and finally seceded from the socialist or- 
ganization and together with a few of 
he bolder Hghts formed a branch of 
this society in Newburg. The branch was 
made up very largely of Poles, and out 
in the seclusion of Newburg there were 
no restraints put upon them. Here 
Czolgosz became an anarchist. Here he 
advocated the destruction of all govern- 
ments and of all rulers. His associates 
then were not as bold as he was but they 
were anarchists. 

Today the men who are still attending 
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their denunciation of the crime of 
Czolgosz. They declare that the pre- 
cepts of socialism could never jead to 
such a crime. They denounce their for- 
mer compannion and associate as a red- 
handed murderer, 

It is quite possible that the polfce may 
from now on undertake to exterminate 
these anarchistic organizations in this 
city. Cleveland is a lawless place at 
times. Free speech has been given a 
wide range and has often approached 
treason. It will be stopped from now on, 
according to Chief of Police Corner. 
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ma Goldman, the anarchist, held a num- 
ber of secret meetings while in Cleveland 
last May, and that it was at one of these, 
rather than at the public meeting, that 
She made the incendiarv speech which 
inflamed the mind of Czolgosz and caused 
him’ to shoot President McKinley. 

The police officials are assisted by every 
available man in the secret servi de- 
partment in this task. Not only wift they 
try to prove this, but they will attempt 
to show that while in Cleveland meet- 
ings were held at which the assassination 
of the president was planned.

The five members of the cabinet who are 
here talked over pending public questions 
for over an hour today at the Glenny 
house, adjoining the Milburn residence, 
but it is understood n»o action was takcn. 
The South African situation was gone 
over and there was an exchange of opin- 
ion regarding the legal phases of the case 
against the would-be assassin. 

It can be stated again in the most post- 
tive manner that there is no conflict of 
authority between the state and federal 
authorities of the position of the prisoner. 
The members of the cabinet, Attorney 
General Knox and Secretary Gage, as well 
as those who are here, are unanimous of 
the opinion that Czolgosz's offense is | 
against the state of New York and Erie 
county and that there is no federal statute 
to cover the case. District Attorney Pen- 
ny consulted Secretary Moot today as to 
procedure. He did not seek Mr. Root’s 
Opinion as secretary of war, but as one 
of the ablest lawyers in New York state. 
It is understood that the local authori- 
ties are only awaiting the result of the 
shot to formulate their charge against the 
assailant of the president. 

After this bulletin, Secretary Hay an- 


nounced that he felt warranted in leav- 
ing for Washington, and he left tonight 


for the capital. 
DR. McBURNEY EXPLAINS 
REOPENING THE INCISION 

Dr. McBurney today explained the char- 
acter of the irritation which had made 
the reopening of the incision necessary. 
“It was caused,” said he, “just as we 
stated, by the fact that a piece of the 
president’s coat was carried into the body 
by the bullet—not far, not over an inch. 
The bullet then slipped on through the 
fat. The fragment of the coat was, ‘of 
course, removed when the operation was 
performed, but every surgeon understands 
that even though every foreign particle is 
removed, tissues exposed to contamination 
are apt to show irritation. That was so 
in this case. When the stitches were 
taken out, the wound opened of itself.’’ 

“Was any of the foreign substance 
found within?’’ 

“Not a particle”’ he answered, em- 
phatically. ‘“‘The wound was not again 
sewed up,”’ he added, “it will close and 
heal by granulation.”’ 

“Is the opening of the wounds after 
such an operation unusual?” he was 
asked. 

‘‘Not in gunshot wounds where foreign 
substances can be carried into the body,”’ 
he replied. ‘‘Wherever contamination is 
possible it is likely tooccur. Of course in 
cases of simple operations, where clean in- 
struments are used, nothing of the sort 
should happen. When this irritation oc- 
curs pus or serum is sometimes found 
when the wound is opened.”’ 

‘Was any pus found in this case?’’ 

“No, not a suggestion of pus. There 
was a thin fluid exuded as a result of the 
inflammation, as was to be expected.”’ 

Dr. McBurney said that the interior 
wounds had healed. That, he said, was 
proved by the manner in which the pres- 
ident had digested the becf juice given to 
him last night. He said the president had 
relished the nourishment given him and 
that tomorrow he would be given the 
white of an egg and perhaps something 
else. 

Dr. Mann, who performed the original 
operation last Friday, and would the 
dressing of the wound last night, con- 
curred in the expression of : confidence 
which the other doctors had given. 

“What was done last night?’ said Dr. 
Mann, “was merely the usual dressing of 
the incision of the abdomen requisite to 
keep it in proper condition. 
is about 5 inches in length just above 
the navel, horizontal and in line with the 
body. There is no cross incision. The cut 
was Jaid open carefully and some anti- 
septic gauze inserted. The results were 
entirely satisfactory.” 

Dr. Mann was asked as to the relation 
of the outer incision to the inner wounds 
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“The wounds of the stomach are those 
made by the bullet, while the outer in- 
cision was that required by the surgical 
operation immediately after the shooting. 
As to the wounds of the stomach, they 
were closed during the operation and now 
sufficient time has elapsed to permit the 
sutures to heal by natura! process.. That 
this is progressing nicely is evident from 
the restoration of the normgl digestive 
processes. Untjl last night we had not 
permitted food to enter the stomach by 
way of the mouth, But the-administra- 
tion of beef juice has proved so satisfac- 
tory that we have doubled the amount 
and -will add the white of eggs. He is re- 
ceiving as much as three and four tea- 
spoonfuls of beef juice an hour and this 
will be gradually increased.” 
NIGHT CONFERENCE 

VERY SATISFACTORY 

At the conclusion of the night con- 
ference the doctors gave another extreme- 
ly gratifying report of their patient’s 
progress. 

The physicians did not begin to leave 
the Milburn residence until shortly before 
11 o’clock. The reports which they had 
to communicate could hardly have been 
more gratifying than they were. Dr. 
Wasdin and Dr: Mynter came out to- 
gether. The latter was hemmed in on al] 
sides by the eager newspaper men. 

“Good news! good news!” he cried. 
“Nothing but good news.” We have 
washed and fed the president and moved 
Him to another bed.” 

“Is he still improving?’ 

“‘He is, and to prove it I desire to say 
that a count of his blood shows that it 
is in a normal condition and we feel 
that we can announce definitely that 
there is not the least indication of blood 
poisoning.” 

He referred the reporters to Dr. Was- 
din, of the marine hospital service, who 
was standing at his side, for a scientific 
interpretation. The latter explained that 
a count of the blood was a microscopic 
examination of the relative number of 
white and red corpuscles in the blood 
to determine whether inflammation of any 
sort existed. An increase of white cor- 
puscles, relatively speaking, would show 
inflammation and deterioration of the 
blood that might indicate peritonitis. He 
Said that this morning a few drops of 
blood was taken from the lobe of the 
ear and microscopically counted under 
his direction. 

“We found,” said he, “that the num- 
ber of white corpuscles was just about 
normal, while the red cells were slightly 
below normal, due to insufficient nutri- 
tion since the operation. The count was 
not made,’’ continued Dr. Wasdin, “to 
verify the fact that blood poisoning did 
not exist, of which we felt certain, but to 
remove every shade of doubt. The result 
is that we feel safe in announcing that 
not a trace of blood potson, peritonitis or 
inflammation exists, The test could not 
have been more satisfactory,” 

“Is the president out of danger?” 

‘‘No, I wou!'d not say that. Heisa very 
sick man, but his condition, under the cir- 
cumstances, could not be better. That 
much I will say emphatically.” 

Dr. McBurney remained in the house 
a while longer than the other physicians, 
leaving shortly after 11 o’clock. He con- 
firmed the statements made in the bulle- 
tin to®the effect that the wxamination 
of the president’s blood showed no evi- 
dence of blood poisoning; nor, he added. 
did it show any signs of peritonitis. While 
the examination of blood was not made 
to determine the latter fact, yet it would 
unmistakably have shown it had there 
been peritonitis. The examination was 
simply a way of testing the condition of 
the president's blood. 

Dr. McBurney laid particular stress on 
the fact that the president is able to take 
a great deal of nourishment, whjch was 
an important factor in the treatment of 
his case. It was this oné thing needed to 
strengthen and build him up after the 
ordeal which has so weakened him. He is 
now taking about an ounce of beef juice 
every hour and so far the stomach has not 
rejected any of it. The wound which it 
was found necessary“to redress last night 
is progressing satisfactorily and Dr. Mc- 
Burney said it had improved very much. 
The doctor apparently felt very much 
elated over the progress the president is 
making toward recovery, and in response 
to an inquiry as to whethér he believed 
Mr. McKinley would recover, smilingly re- 
plied: 

“Oh, yes.” 

The doctor wil] remain over night and 
attend the consultations of physicians 
tomorrow. The time of his departure has 
not been definitely determined. 
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DAVILA LANDS: ON 
COLOMBIAN COAST 


Venezuelans Pressing Troops 
of Enemy, 


BATTLE WILL BE AT LA HACHA 


———— 


If Venezuelans Are Successful It 
Will Be of Great Advantage to 
Them, as the People in 
Province Sympathize 
with Them.: 


Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Septem- 
ber 11.—(Via Haytien Cable.)—About Sep- 
tember 1 the Pinzon took 450 Colombian 
troops from Porto Colombia to La Hacha. 

Tue cable between Maracafbo and Cura- 
.cao is broken. Maracaibo communicates 
with Caracas only over the government 
telegraph line, which the public cannot 
use. Nevertheless, it is learned on ex- 
cellent authority that an expedition com- 
posed of 1,000 Venezuelan troops, under 
Davila, the Venezuelan leader, which left 
Porto Cabello three weeks ago, bound for 
Maracaibo, and left Maram&ibo Septem- 
ber 4 on three schooners, towed by & 
smali steamer, their destination being un- 
known, has arrived at its objective point, 
and is reportea to have safely landed on 
the Colombian coast, a few miles north- 
east of La Hacha, and that a second ex- 
pedition, under the leadership of a Colom- 
bian named Castillo, composed of Colom- 
bian Mberals and Venezuelan synipathiz- 
ers, left Maracaibo overland bound for 
La Hacha. Its present whereabouts or 
destination is unknown, but sufficient 
time has elapsed since its departure to 
bring the expedition near La Hacha. 

The Davila and Castillo expeditions to- 
gether number about fifteen hundred 
troops, to which should be added about 
fifteen hundred Colombian liberals, more 
or less well armed, congregated about the 
frontier. 

If a Colombian-Venezuelan engagement 
occurs in the vicinity of La Hacha and 
the Venezuelans are successful, it will 
give the latter access to a_ stretch of 
Colombian territory in Santa Marrthe 
province, wholly liberal in sympathy, and, 
therefore, favoring the Venezuelan lib- 
erals, and will permit the Venezuelans 
to approach the Colombians at San Cris- 
tobal and Cucuta, frontier points, from 
the rear. Should the Venezuelans succeed 
at La Hacha it is believed that their 
numbers will be largely increased by 


Colombian liberals. 
Venezuela has established a temporary 


‘naval base at San Carlos, not far from 


the entrance to Maracaibo harbor, where 
the government has stored provisions, 
arms and about 800 tons of coal. 

The only communications between La 
Hacha, Maracaibo and Curacao are by 
courier between La Hacha and Mara- 
caibo. 

The: Suchet brought the French consul 
and some twenty-eight Frenchmen from 
La Hacha to Willemstad. 

Conscription of Colombians. 

Colon, Colombia, September 11.—During 
the stay of the United States gunboat 
Machias at Bocas del Toro, the United 
Fruit Company reobtained possession of 
the steam launch seized not long ago by 
the liberals. 

The mayor of Panama has issued a de- 
cree enforcing military conscription in 
the case of all Colombians between the 
ages of 18 and 50. 


SHOULD BE SENT UP FOR LIFE. 


| Attorney Griggs on the Punishment 


of Anarchists. 

New York, September 11.—Former At- 
torney General Griggs said today in Pat- 
erson, N. J., that the talk of amending 
the constitution to deal with the situa- 
tion which arises out of the shooting of 
President McKinley is unnecessary. 

‘‘A Jaw should be passed,” he said, 
‘‘making it an offense punishable by im- 
prisonment for life to be a member of any 
organization that teaches the murder of 
public officials. It should be made a cap- 
ital offense to attempt the life of the chief 
executive and of the higher officers of the 
government whether it succeeds or not. 
This is not like ordinary attempted mur- 
der. The object of the crime Is the sub- 
version of the government, and is there- 
fore aimed at every citizen of the repub- 
lic. 

‘‘Another law should be passed prohib- 
iting the importation into this country of 
all persons who are members of organi- 
zations that hold and teach these murder- 
ous doctrines, and still another providing 
for the deportation of all such persons.”’

SAVANNAH MAN 
NEAR THE SCENE 


Dr. Purse Was Near by When 
the Assassin Fired the 
Shot. 


HE DECLARES THE 
PICTURE INDESCRIBABLE 


Georgian Asserts That the Great 
Throng Was Anxious To Tear 
the Would-Be. Slayer Into 
Pieces—Gives Graphic 
Description. 


Washington, September 11.—(Special.)-+- 
Captain Daniel G. Purse, of Savannah, 
who is just back from Buffalo, gives an 
interesting account of his personal ex- 
periences at the exposition grounds the 
day President McKinley was shot. Cap- 
tain Purse had previously been to Canton 
to confer with the president on some im- 
portant private business, and afterwards 
went to Buffalo to be present at the ex- 
position while the president was there. 
On the day of the shooting Captain Purse 
visited the Temple of Musie and observed 
the immense throng of people assembled 
to pav their respects to the president. 
Having recently had a personal interview 
with the president, Captain Purse did. 
not linger in the Temple of Music during 
the public reception, but proceeded to the 
administration building opposite, where 
he had some business to transact. While 
there a report was received that the 
president had. been assassinated, The in- 
telligence was so startling to the officials 
present that for the moment the report 
was not belleved. Instantly another re- 
port was received denying the first re- 
port, and for the moment the occurrence 
was dismissed as incredible. In the mean- 
time there was a great commotion out- 
side the Temple of Music, and the occu- 
pants of the administration building 
quickly joined the excited throng and 
discovered that the original report of the 


attempt upon the pres.uent’s life was 
rue, 

Captain Purse says the only way ne 
ean account for the failure of the mob to 
tear the assassin to pieces on the spot 
was because the dastardly act was so un- 
expected and the president's action after 
receiving the wounds was so marvelously 
courageous that the crowd could not 
realize what had actually occurred. By 
the time a full realization of what had 
taken place dawned upon the shocked 
and almost paralyzed multitude, the mem- 
bers of the secret service corr, the po- 
lice and the state troops had secured the 
assassin and prevented him from being 
mobbed on the spot. Captain Purse de- 
clares that: neither tongue nor pen can 
fully describe the feeling of horror min- 
gled with indignation and the thirst for 
immediate revenge which seemed to pos- 
sess the outraged reople. The tragedy 
was enacted so quickly and unexpectedly 
that momentary paralysis apparently af- 
fected all present except the colored man, 
Parker. of Georgia, who would have 
taken the life of the assassin on the spot 
had not the police interfered. 


The encouraging news from the presi- 
dent's sick room in Buffalo, which came 
to the white house last Saturday night 
over long-distance’ telephone given ex- 
clusively in these dispatches, “has ‘Ween 
justified and fully sustained. by subse- 
quent bulletins issued by the attending 
surgeons. The cloud of despondeney and 
anxiety which hung over the entire world 
during Saturday and Sunday was partly 
lifted bv the favorable indications con- 
tained in the official and unofficial utter- 
ances of the president himself, reinforced 
by the hopeful condition set forth in the 
authorized statements of the surgeons at 
his bedside. A more cheerful and hope- 
ful feeling prevails at the white house 
and extends throughout the capital city, 
thence expanding ager it reaches the 

varters of the globe. 
pili et recovery of President Me- 
Kinley naturally causes universal re- 
joicing throughout tne civilized world, 
for there is no way of fully estimating 
what confusion or chaos might follow if 
the nation should be deprived of his noble, 
conservative and thoroughly American 
administration of the affairs of this gov- 
ernment. This feeling of hope is sustain- 
ed by the fact that several distinguished 
officials who lingered near the president's 
bedside for several days after the shoot- 
ing have derived sufficient encourage- 
ment from the late bulletins to warrant 
them in leaving Buffalo and returning to 
their several homes and places of bust- 
ness. Senator Proctor, of ‘Vermont, who 
accompanied Vice President Roosevelt to 
Buffalo, arrived in Washington this morn- 
ing, and he feels confident, and 80 ex- 
presses himself, that the president has 
passed the crisis and is on the road to re- 
covery. This assurance, 80 sincerely given 
by Senator Proctor, comes from various 
other sources, and is fully sustained from 
the latest bulletins received from the 
sick room. The senator says the period 
of convalescence may be slow and tedious, 
and there may be fluctuations in the 
president's condition which may occasion 
continued anxiety and apprehension, but 
the present indications are both en- 
couraging and assuring, and the sur- 
geons in attendance seem to be masters 
of the situation. They are sustained in 
their efforts by the remarkable constitu- 
tion, courage and strict compliance with 
their instructions of the distinguished pa- 
tient, all of which combine to justify the 
hope that President McKinley will be

Charles Street Railroad Companies with 
the purpose of consolidating all the lines 
in the city with a total mileage of 186 
miles in one company under a new man- 
Pearson came here some weeks 
ago for the purpose of consolidating the 
street car system of the city. The offer 
to the New Orleans company includes the 
expenditures of $350,000 a year on the im- 
provement of the road and the assumption 
of the floating indebtedness of the com- 
pany; and the payment -of 6 per cent in- 
terest on the preferred stock.

Recently numerous oil companies have 
been organized, active drilling has al- 
ready started at séveral points near New 
Decatur, speculators “and prospectors are 
commencing to arrive almost daily, and 
the biggest boom ever known in the south 
is sure to come within the’ next sixty 
days, if the present indications can be 
taken on which to base the prognostica- 
tion.

This is the 
first complete up-to-date oil well ma- 
chinery ever brought to Alabama, and for 
this reason is attracting hundreds of 
visitors from all over this section. 

Mr. Avery W. Sharpley, of New De- 
catur, secretary,of tue North Alabama 
Standatd Oil and Gas Company, informed 
your correspondent that his company 
bas recently received several offers from 
the east to sell out at a handsome profit, 
but refused, from the fact that the com- 
pany has implicit confidence in making 
the richest find in the state. :

MILL MEN DISCUSS 
THE FREIGHT RATES 


Representatives of Ferty-Bight Mills 
Meet at Greenville, §. C. 


HAVE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 


Child Labor Question Also Taken Up. 
Committee Appointed To Ad- 
dress a Letter to the Legis- 
lature Setting Forth 
Conditions, Etc. 


’ Greenville, 8. C., September 11—(Spe- 
cial.)—Representatives of forty-eight cot- 
ton mills met here yesterday in Knights 
of Pythias hall in conference. As pre- 
viously published, the principal object 
of the conference was to consider freight 
rates, which mill men consider unjust 
and incidentally to discuss the child 
labor question, so that there might be 
a full exchange of views of the mill 
owners on these questions. Coléne] J. L. 
Orr, of the Piedmont Manufacturing 
Company, was male chairman, with J. 
A. Law and J, J. Westervelt secretaries. 
The first business considered was 
freight charged mills on goods to New 
York, western points and nearby states, 
also freight rates in this state on cotton 
hauled to mills. A committee had been 
appointed by the mills some time ago to 
look into this freight question and this 
committee was requested to report tu 
this conference the result of its efforts. 
Captain E. A. Smythe, chairman of the 
committee, gave a detailed statement of 
the work of the committee in the ef- 
forts to secure more equitable rates and 
the failure of the committee to accom- 
plish the object of its appointment. This 
report gave rise to a full discussion on 
the freight question and the conference 
appointed a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Smythe, Montgomery, Hickman, 
Courtney, Duncan, lL. W. Parker, Lucas 
and Orr, to go before the railroad com- 
mission of the state and make such 
terms with the transportation companies 
as would relieve the present condition. 
the conference pledging the support ot 


the mills to any plans the committee! 


Should agree upon and adopt. 

This action settled the freight question 
so far as the conference could go: The 
contention is now up to the raflwayv 
commission. The next important discus- 
sion related to mill labor, including the 
much-agitated question of child labor 
in the mills. It was decided to appoint 
a committee, instructed to address an 
open letter to the legislature setting 
in mill vil- 
lages, explaining fully what’ these cor- 
reraticns have done and are doing for 
the educaticnal advantages of their em- 
T.oyees, and deprecating any legislation 
as unnecessary. This committee was 
a'so irstructed to present these views 
fully to the legislature and if the legis- 
lature shall feel that some child labor 
legislation must be enacted, that the age 
limit be fixed at 10 vears for day, amd 
that they prohibit the employment of 
chj.dren under 12 years of age working 
at night after 10 o'clock. The comniit- 
tee was instructed to. emphaticaily 
urge the enactment of a computsory 
school law. This closed the child labor 
aciion of the conference, | 

Messrs. F. W. Poe, J. B. Cleveland and 
E. B. Verdery were appointed to confer 
with D. A. Tompkins as to the arrange- 
ments for exhibits of the mills at the 
Charleston exposition and to represent 
the mills during the continuance of the 
expcsition, This is a strong committee 
ang will push the mills é@éxhibit with 
enthusiasm, so that the state will have 
a grand cotton mill exhibit. 

Before adjourning the conference re- 
quested the chairman to send a.telegram 
to Mre. McKinley expressing the grati- 
fication of the conference at the presi- 
dent’s improved condition and the sincere 
hope of the cotton mill men of this see- 
tion for his sveedy and complete re- 
covery. 

It is needless to.say that there exists 
no organization of the mill men in this 
state, and none was provided for at this 
conference, it being the unreserved opin- 
ion of the mill men that aych an Organi- 
zation was not necessary. 

Last night Colonel Orr gave a reception 
to the.mill men at his residence. 


HE FOUGHT ON THE MERRIMAC 


Funeral of a Citizen of Columbus in 
That City Yesterday. 


Columbus, Ga., September 11.—(Speciak) 
The funeral of Samuel N. Aenchbacher 
occurred this.morning from the residence 
of his son in law, E. Jangermann, on Rose 
Hill. The interment was at Linwood cem- 


etery. 

Mr. Aenchbacher had quite an interest- 
ing history. He enlisted in the confederate 
service in Montgomery, where, it seems, 
the first marine corps was formed. He en- 
listed under Captain R. T. Tom and was 
soon sent to Norfolk, Va., where he was 
placed aboard the United States, a receiv-", 
ing ship. On February 14, 1862, the Merri- 
mac was brought out ‘of the dock. The 
story of the building of the Merrimac is 
one with which all southerners are famil- 
jar. It was a big ironclad, the first of 
that kind and size ever built, and its con- 
struction and Jaunching was a decided in- 
novation. It was planned that this big 
iron boat, which was thought to be secure 
against shot and shell, should destroy the 
union navy. Inasmuch as the northern 
navy was limited to wooden ,vessels, it 
looked as if these sanguine expectations 
would be realized, The Merrimac made 
a most auspicious beginning in the way 
of destroying the enemy's ships, and had 
it not been for the appearance of the Mon- 
itor on the scene, the history of the war 
might have been written differently. 

When the Merrimac was brought »sut 
of the dock at Norfolk Mr. Aenchbacher 
was sent on board the ironclad ijn charge 
of a squad of marines, who were. of as- 
sistance in the final fitting up of the ves- 
se]. Some time ago, Mr. Aenchbacher 
gave the following interesting account of 
his experiences in the famous battle which 
occurred on Sunday, March 9. Mr. Aench- 


| bacher was sponsor of No. 6 gun on the 


Merrimac. On Saturday, March 8, the 
Merrifmac started out on her mission of 
destruction. It ran.into the union vessel 
Cumberland, and, jabbing 4 hole in her 
side, sunk her. The Cumberland did not 
surrender, and it 1s recalled that when she 
went down the American colors floated 
to the breeze. 

The flag was still fiving when it went 
out of*sight in the waters. When the 
Merrimac ran into the Cumberland she 
broke her iron prow. The Cumberland 
fired ‘at her, doing slight damage. Her 
rudder chain was shot away. Four hun- 
dred.men perished when the Cumberland 
went down. It is said that there was a 
brother of Captain Buchanan, of the Mer- 
rimac, aboard:the ill-fated ship. 

During the day the. Merrimac ran 
aground and wag pulled into deeper wa- 
ter by the Patrick Henry and the James- 
town. In the meantime the union vessel 
Minnesota was hard pressed by the Mer-. 
rimac, and had it not been for her run- 
ning into shallow water and the subse- 
quent arrival of the Monitor she hag and 
would have shared the fate of the Cum- 


land. 7 
WSe Sunday the little Monitor hove into 


sight. It was a queer e ob 
ne. more “caiculated .to ey icute. 
than. fear. The Monitor, too, was an 
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| wronctad. of a small and queer pattern. 
She had been gent around to those waters 
-to put a check on the Merrimac. If some- 
hing was not done to prevent the Merri- 
mac m making her projected cruise, 
the officers of the northern navy foresaw 
many other incidents like the sinking of 
the mberland, and indeed, there is no 
doubt that the Merrimac would have done 
vast injury to union shipping. The Mer- 
rimac was not a sea-going vessel, how- 
ever, and would have been compelled to 
confine herself to the coast. 

‘We did not pay much attention to the 
Monitor at first,’’ said Mr. Aenchbacher. 
“When the battle gan the little boat 
would dart all around us, first on one side 
and then on another, and it was impossi- 
ble to keep up with her. We were not 
in condition to fight anything much then, 
anyhow. I would say that the Monitor 
fired less than a dozen shots. The im- 

ortance of the actual battle between the 
wo boats has been exaggerated. It was 
not what the Monitor did to us then, so 
much as the check that she kept on us 
afterwards, that prevented us from get- 
ting away from where we were. During 
the two days in which the Merrimac was 
in battle only one person was killed—a 
man named Baxter. \ommodore Buc- 
hanan was wounded, and Lieutenant Mi- 
nor was also wotinded. After the engage- 
ment the Monitor hung about, and it was 
impossible to make any repairs. We were 
very much cramped, and being partialiy 
disabled, it was decided to abandon the 
Merrimac plans, for’the time being at 
least. Some of ug volunteered to try to 
carry the ship through, anyhow, but this 
was not listened to. We were hemmed in 
so and were so disabled that it was seen 
the _ would be of no further use, and

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Importance of Low Taxes. 

The importance of low taxes is of 
much wider significance than the sav-. 
Ing of money to the property owner; 
it enters into the calculations of cdpi- 
talists seeking places for investment 

A New England cotton mill com- 
pany desires to establish a mill in the 
south. They look over the local con- 
ditions in order to find the items of 
profit. They find a county in which 
the taxing power is swayed by anti- 
capitalistic tendencies—they avoid it! 
They find a city tn which the rate 
runs up and down on an erratic basis 
—they avoid it! They find another 
county in which the rAte threatens to 
equal a conservative earning power— 
they pass it by! Thus we find these 
investments which give employment 
to men, tenants to houses, business to 
merchants, carefullly avoiding certain 
localities. Then we are simple enough 
to ask why, when the reason stands 
out in bold relief. 

It is interesting to note the location 
of the new cotton mills in Georgia— 
all avoiding the population centers, 
Their owners are seeking locations 
where they may have some assurance 
of low taxation. In Cedartown, the 
mills are outside the city limits. In 
Moultrie the new mills avoid the in- 
corporation. So we might go on with 
the list. The towns and cities lose 
the benefit of new enterprises and con- 
sequent new population, because there 
is fixed a tax rate not in keeping with 
ability to earn dividends. In despera- 
tion some investors have sought tax 
exemption and a bonus, whereas they 
would much prefer a fixed and rea- 
sonable tax rate, if such were possi- 
ble. Within the next ten years the 
cotton milling centers of the south 
will be as firmly located as they are 
in old or New England. Then the 
communities which had scared them 
away will try in vain to secure them. 

The best encouragement that can 
be given to capital today would be a 
fixed and reasonablé tax rate, upon 
which investors coulc rely from year 
to year. 


The Progress of Surgery. 

The likelihood of President McKin- 
ley’s recovery from the effects of the 
would-be assassin’s bullet emphasizes 
afresh the wonderful progress which 
surgery has made during the past two 
decades. 

Of course, much is due to the fact 
that the attempted assassination of 
the president occurred under circum- 
stances which enabled him to secure 
the benefit of prompt surgical atten- 
tion from professional experts, and 
also the benefit of improved hospital 
accommodations. Had the shooting 
occurred in some place where proper 
hospital treatment could not have 
been secured, or where any delay 
might have been encountered in the 
summoning of physicians, it is cettain 
that the president would not have 
lived twenty-four hours after receiv- 
me into his body the assailant’s bul- 


But apart from the fact that the 
president was fortunate in securing 
prompt treatment in one of the near- 
by hospitals, the nature of the opera- 
tion performed by the atténdant 
physicians shows that the whole tTie- 
ery and practice of surgery has unfer- 
gone radical changes for the better 
since the tragic death of President 
Garfield in 1881, and there is every 
reason to believe that if President 
Garfield could have received the same 
up-to-date surgical treatment which 
President McKinley is now receiving 
he might be alive today. 

The work of the» attendant physi- 
cians in this now celebrated case calls 
for universal admiration and grati- 
tude, and thé professional achieve- 
ment which they have scored will be 
recalled in the annals of patriotism 
as well as of science.

HAS TRUST TAKEN 
HARDWARE HOUSES? 


Representative of Syndicate Was’ t 
Conference with Lecal Men. 


THEY DENY SEEING HIM 


It Is Known That They Did See Him. 
Wnderstood That Trust Will 
Be Formed — Many Men 
May Lose Their Jobs 
in Consequence. 


The presence of Henry M. Bigelow, of 
Boston, in Atlanta has created an amount 
of talk as to the formation of a trust 
Which is to include nearly all the whole- 


gale hardware houses of the country. 


‘Mr. Bigelow is said to represent a syn- 
dicate which is engineering the combina- 
tion and his movements while in Atlan- 
ta. were. closely watched. It is known 
that while here he was closeted with 
prominent hardware men, who deny hav- 
ing any knowledge of his being in the 
city. He himself could not be seen. 

The scheme to get all the wholesale 
hardware houses into a trust is one which 
if carried out will have far reaching re- 
sults. The trust would control the bus- 
iness absolutely and would be able to 

dictate in all matters concerning it. A 
large number of hardware men would be 
thrown out of employment, a good per- 
centage of whom would be the traveling 
salesmen, for it is in this department 
that the greatest saving of labor would 
be effected by the combination. 

These Deny Knowledge. 


When a representative of The Consti- 
tution called on the wholesale men yes- 
terday afternoon some of them showed 
surprise, others interest. One prominent 
dealer seemed quite offended becaust Mr. 
Bigelow had not considered him of suf- 
ficient importanee to make him a propo- 
sition. Yet it is known that this same 
gentleman was in close conference with 
the mysterious Bigelow the greater part 
of Tuesday night and yesterday morning, 
Mr. Bigelow was very busy while in At- 
lanta. Though he spent two days here, 
at no time could he fing an opportunity 
to taJk with newspaper men. 

L. H. Beck, of the Beck & Gregg 
Hardware Company, knew nothing of the 
presence of Mr. Bigelow in the city. Like- 
wise the fact that a hardware combine 
was on foot was very fresh news to him. 

George BE. King, president of the King 
Hardware Company, was approached by 
a Constitution representative yesterday 
afternoon in reference to the movements 
of Mr? Bigelow while in this city. When 
informed that there was talk of a hard- 
ware trust, Mr. King appeared greatly in- 
terested, as if it was a matter entirely 
unknown to him. He said that hea had 
not been approached by Mr. Bigelow and 
that he had no information as to the 
presence of that gentleman in the city. 
Mr. King showed great appreciation of 
the efforts of The Constitution te inform 
the public concerning the proposedNrust 
and asked that he be kept fully in touch 
with the situation. 

Offered To Make Wager. 

Samuel C, Dinkins, of Dinkins & David- 
son, was inclined to treat the whale story 
as to the formation of a hardware trust 
as a matter ef newspaper talk. He had 
heard nothing of Mr. Bigelow and laugh- 
ed at the idea of the Atlanta houses go- 
ing into the trust. He wished to put the 
reporter’s sporting blood to the test and 
offered to bet that no trust wotld be form- 
ed. In fact, he was so positive that this 
was the case that he seemed anything 
but ignorant as to the details of the 
matter. 

Efforts to obtain information from em- 
ployees of the different houses proved 
» fruitless. They had seen the article in 
yesterday’s Constitution and were quite 
sure that if the trust was formed that 
a good majority of them would lose their 
jobs. Howéver they showed no desife to 
hasten this happy event by giving infor- 
mation as to the movements of their «m- 
ployers and the aforesaid Mr. Bigelow. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Bigelow was in con- 
ference with the leading hardware men 
of the city the whole time that he was 
here, and it is understood that his efforts 
were entirely successful. 

If the Atlanta houses go into the pool 
@ good number of men who aré now in 
their employ will lose their positions as 
only one house would be maintained here 
by the trust. In fact, it is suggested 
that the combine might take every whole- 
sale hardware house out of Atlanta as the 
trust would not need more than one in 
the state, since it would contro! the bus- 
iness, and it is possible that this would 
be located at Savannah, on account of 
the advantage of water rates. 

How Mr. Bigelow managed to complete 
his business in this city and not let the 
prominent hardware men on to the fact 
of his presence is quite a knotty problem 
but is only another evidence that this is 
an age of progress.

STEEL WORKER IS KILLED 
* IN FALL FROM VIADUCT 
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V G/RELE SHOWS SPOT FROM whith Hb FELL. 
Scene of the Fatal Accident in Which F. Ludd, a Steel Worker on 
the Viaduct, Lost His Life. 
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In an attempt to balance himself on a 
slender girder of the Whitehall street 
viaduct yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
F. Ludd, a white man of 430% Marietta 
street, toppled over and fell head fore- 
most to the rock sidewalk a distance of 
20 feat. - A dozen workmen rushed to the 
assistance of the unfortunate man, but 
there was little that could be done for 
him. <A hurried examination of the un- 
conscious body showed that the skull 
was fractured and at one place crushed 
in. The Grady hospital was notified at 
once, but before the ambulance arrived 
a great crowd of pedestrians congregat- 
ed around the spot and the assistance of 
a half dozen policemen was required to 
keep the people back. 

At the hospital it was found that Ludd 
was still unconscious, though alive, and 
all during the afternoor the attendants 
worked industriously to save the life of 
the man. ' 

An operation performed during the af- 
ternoon was resorted to as a last hope, 
but it could not save the life of the man. 
At 6:15 o’clock Ludd died. His wife, 
the sole member of his family, was noti- 
fied shortly after the accident and she 
reached the hospital before the end came. 
The man never recovered consciousness. 


life been saved by surgical skill, he could 
never have experienced the consciousness 
of a sane mind, 

The point from which Ludd fell was 
almost at the center of the span over the 
railroad tracks. He was not at work 
at the time, but was trying to cross from 
one side to the other on a slender girder 
of the viaduct . sidewalk. How he got 
on the steel work is a mystery to Super- 
intendent Patrick Terrell. 

“Twice during the morning,” said Pat 
Terrell, “I ordered Ludd down from the 
steel work. I saw he was dizzy, evident- 
ly unwell and unfit to work in a danger- 
ous place. The hext time I saw him he 
was lying on the pavement at the bottom. 
I did what I could to keep him off the 
frame work. lLudd has been at work on 
the viaduct since it started, and was al- 
ways a capable fellow.”’ 

The death of Liudd is the first that has 
occurred on the viaduct since its construc- 
tion began. 

Ludd came to Atlanta from Birming- 
ham a few weeks ago to work on the 
viaduct. He had been traveling through 
the south doing iron work on bridges and 
had been employed in several cities.

MAYOR GIVES REASONS FOR 


VETOING PETERS ST. LINE 


Mayor Mims has just prepared his mes- 
sage to council giving his reasons for 
vetoing the ordinance granting the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company a franchise 
for a line on Peters street. The paper 
was filed with the city clerk yesterday, 
and will be transmitted to council next 
Monday afternoon. 

The principal reason he gives for disap- 
proving the grant is that it was for a 
longer period than twenty-one years. The 
mayor thinks that the city, in conjunction 
with the railroads, should build the 
Peters street viaduct and charge all 


roads for crossing the structure. He also 
voices the opinion that the Transit com- 
pany’s payment of $50,000 to build the 
Whitehall street viaduct ought not to en- 
title that company to a forty-eight-year 
franchise. 

The mayor’s veto message is as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Common Council: After 
careful examination and consderation of the 
accompanying ordinance to build and equip 
a line of street railway along Peters and other 
streets, I fail to find. so far as its provisions 
are concerned, anything sufficient to entitle it 
to an exception to other franchises 
that I have felt it my duty 
to disapprove, and in this as in others for 
what I consider an unreasonable term of forty- 
eight years. I gav® my reasons at length for 
disapproval of such franchise in my message 
vetoing the Boulevard grant, and holding the 
same ideas now, and even strengthened in 
them, I have but to return this ordinance dis- 
approved. 

I have always held that even for a grant of 
twenty-one years the city fs also entitled to a 
concession of some fair percentage on gross 
receipts, so that I could not consider even the 
expenditure by this company as estimated Yor 
its share with the steam railroad for a viaduct 
on Peters street crossing, sufficient profit 
to the city to waive a short term franchise, 
especially when compensation will be provided 
therein for any outlay by this company. I 
think we should have the twenty-one-year lim- 
itation as well also as the viaduct. I hold, 
however, that the city should, in conjunction 
with the railroad, build the viaduct, and that it 
is able to do so, and should make it a perpetual 
source of revenue from all roads crossing it. 

Nor do I think that the advance of $50,000 
by the Rapid Transit toward the building of 
the Whitehall street viaduct entitles it to the 
long and unreasonable franchise of forty-eight 
years. I grant the great benefit that the 
viaduct is now and will continue to be to the 
city—a splendid work indeed and TY think great 
credit is due to the Rapid Transit for its 
timely advance—even if full compensation was 
provided for it in the perpetual use of the via- 
duct and the obligation of the city to lay its 
tracks across it and keep them in order per- 
petually. Better by far had the city built this 
viaduct and made charge for crossing it 
against both contending corporations and for a 
price greater than now received or to be re- 
ceived from either. TWere is nothing, however, 
in all this to deserve or require the long term 
franchise given it, so I think on every ground 
it should be limited to twenty-one years. 

Again I refer to the electric lighting plant 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
and I mention this only to show the application 
of the twenty-one-year limit. The Power 
company is limited in its franchise to twenty- 
one years, and that against the most stren- 
uot efforts of its representatives to secure 
forty-eight. But we stood firmly for the city, 
and it is now in operation with its provision 
also that in case of consolidation with any 
like company, it shall pay a tax on its gross 
receipts of not less than 2 nor more than 5 per 
cerit, and this provision was in this ordinance 
when in the aldermanic board I voted against 
an amendment providing 5 per cent on gross 
receipts in case of consolidation, for the very 
good reason it was thus provided for and 
therefore no reason for amendment or de- 
lay. 

I have heard no argument against the suffi- 


this corporation will not accept a franchise” for 
less than forty-eight years, and therefore no 
road can be built and competition will be 
killed. I reply that we must not permit this 
corporation or any other to dictate absolute 
terms to the city—rather should the city declare 
its terms and stand for them; and what is 
more, when they do so rather will competition 
be promoted than defeated. Why, Atlanta is 
one of the few cities in which this condition 
obtains. In almost all the prineipal cities of 
Europe and in almost all the leading cities 
of our own country this limitation of franchises 
prevails. 

Our own wild and reckless giving away of the 
properties of the city in al] the past is argu- 
ment most arraigning against the unsagacious 
and short-sighted legislation of the past, and 
should impress this council with the importance 
of not repeating it. In all the cities of this 
eountry where the twenty-year limft&tion of 
franchises prevails there is no lack of bidding 
and contractors for those valuable short term 
franchises, and there will be plenty to answer 
all our needs or demands when, as should be the 
case, twenty-one-year limit of franchises will 
be the rule and policy of this city. It takes 
two to make a bargain—the corporation and the 
city; but if this council simply yields to the 
corporation to fix the terms and better trading 
is not made for the city, then is the condition 
deplorable—everything thus far giving away 
and the proposition now to still continue the 
giving away—and of properties—think of it! 
now, worth millions and still increasing in 
value daily and to increase and increase for 
forty-eight long years to come. ssa 

I want Peters street afd West End to have 
a street railroad, and“every other part of the 
city desiring one—(it seems, however, that 
many Peters street residents don’t want it 
and petition not to have it, but I will assume 
they do), but I don’t want the streets, the 
common property of cll the people of the city, 
squandered. And they wil) have a railroad, 
It may be, with a little patience, that even 
the Rapid Transit may, when twenty-one years 
Nis the fixed policy, take a ravorable view of the 
wituation; and if they don’t, others will. I 
wnt competition with Atlanta in it along the 
lim\,of twenty-one-year grants rather than 
forty-eight. 

I reaffirm every utterance of mine during 
my campaign. I am still for competition, but 
not for one that I think will cost the city more 
than it will pay—for one along the line of a 
proper limitation and always with an eye single 
to the best interests of Atlanta. I stand on 
the platform I announced in my inaugural 
eddress a 

Perhaps I ought to mention my approval 
of some short and exceptional extensions for 
the convenience of the roads and the public, 
which I considered improvements and neces- 
Bary adjunct to their lines, as, for instance, 
from Forrest avenue to:the Boulevard, and 
very recently, Davis street, to the power house 
of the Rapid Transit, and my veto of any tax 
immediate or contingent that might prevent the 
improvement within present limits of the 
Railway and Power company, asked on Euclid 
avenue, Indeed, I vetoed the ordinance in- 
tended to-bring under the general ordinance im- 
provements within the present limits of the 
street railroads. These, of course, are under 
the same terms as to limitation as the prin- 
cipal lines to which they belong. I am sure 
I have adhered consistently to the principle of 
short-term grants mot exceeding twenty-one 
years. I did so in the Forrest avenue fran- 
chise, only yielding to petition of citizens after 
my veto was sustained to make it an excep- 
tion. *I have disapproved the Boulevard fran- 
chise for the reason that it has forty-eight 
years to run, and I disapprove this for the 

me. The simple issue has been, shall we 
-imit franchises for public utilities to twenty- 
one years? This is the issue now, and the 
only issue. I have advocated it earnestly be- 
cause I believe it for the good of the city—now 
and for the years to come.

MAN IN CRIME 


Wade O'Callaghan, Aged 10, 
Commits Arson, -Burg- 
lary and Forgery. 


BOY WAS IN PRISON 
FOR THE FIFTH TIME 


Tells Falsehoods To Shield Himself 
from Arrest—He Gives a Full 
History of His Criminal 
Career After He Was 
Identified. 


The police have in chargé one of the 
most notorious boy criminals ever arrest- 
ed in the state. He has been charged 
with burglary, arson, robbery and forg- 
ery. On account of his tender age he 
has so far escaped prosecution. He has

Besides having committed a number of 
crimes, he can tell a falsehood and make 
up a story with perfect ease and in a 
manner that carries every stamp of truth.

and elicited much pity and sympathy. 
This young criminal is Wade O’Calla- 
ghan, the son of Dennis O'Callaghan, of 
98 Yonge street. 
» Wade is between 9 and 10 years of age, 
with an open, honest looking countenance 
and a pair of mild blue eyes. He talks 


in a soft, gentle voice and gazes straight | 


into the face of his hearer. He is well 
dressed. 

Last night Patrolman Manier caught 
the boy trying to sell an unopened box 
of chewing tobacco for a very small 
price, and he took the boy and the to- 
bacco in custody and turned them over 
to city detectives. . 

Wade's Fairy Tale. 

At the police barracks Wade told the 
following story: 

“My name is Willie Thomas and I am 
the son of W. C. Thomas, who lives at 
418 Edgewood avenue. 1 went into the 
wholesale grocery store of J. J. & J. B. 
Maddox to get a drink of water and a 
negro man gave me the box of tobacco 
and told me to sell it for him. I thought 
the tobacco belonged to the negro and 
tried to do what he asked me.’’ 

With tears in his large blue eyes, he 
begged to be allowed to go home to his 
father. Every officer at the barracks who 
heard the story felt pity and sympathy 
for him and a number of men vowed 
that they would get hold of the negro 
and prosecute him to the full extent of 
the law. 

‘‘What a shame,” remarked the station 
sergeant, ‘‘for a man to lead a poor little 
boy into crime.”’ 

While the boy was telling his tearful 
story, it chanced that.an officer went to 
the barracks who knew the prisoner. 

“Why, that is Wade O’Callaghan,” said 
the officer, ‘one of the most notorious 
boy criminals in Georgia.’’ 

Thereupon Wade broke down and ad- 
mitted that he Had told a fairy tale. 

Boy Criminal’s History. 

To a reporter of The Constitution the 
boy gave his history for the past three 
years. 

He said that three years ago he was 
arrested with three other boys for break- 
ing into a church in Inman Park and 
stealing the hymn books. He and his 
comrades set fire to the building and came 
near burning it down.

Two weeks ago Wade turned up in 
Macon, and he and a man forged five 
checks. Wade did the cashing. The 
amount of money received was $110 and 
Wade says he got $55 for his share. He 
bought a bicycle for $25 and had the rest 
of the money in his pocket when arrest- 
ed. For a fourth time he was turned 
loose, and he came back to Atlanta. 

Last night he committed his fifth crime 
and is now behind tfe bars in the city 
prison. ; 

The police do not know what they will 
do about the case. The reformatory is 
not ready for the reception of juveniie 
criminals and the boy looks too small to 
be sent to the penitentiary.

The completion of the Baptist Taber- 
nacle, corner of Luckie and Harris streets, 
will be appropriately celebrated Sunday, 
and the new church will be formally ded- 
icated.

CANDIDATES ARE ASSESSED

| lliiieeen To Pay $55 Each and 


Councilmen $45 Each. 


IT WAS DECIDED YESTERDAY 


Managers and Clerks Will Not Be 
Paid as Much This Year 
as Last. 


— 


At a meeting of the sub-committee of 
the city executive committee held yester- 
day afternoon it was decided to assess 
candidates for aldermen $55 each and 
candidates for councilmen $45 each as 
their share of the cost of holding the 
election. 

As there are six candidates for places 
on the aldermanic board and sixteen can- 
didates for seats in council, the returns 
from the candidates, provided all of them 


who have thus far announced remain in 
the race and pay their pro rata share, 
will amount in the ageregate to $1,005. 

The members of the committee, in pre- 
paring the budget of expenses were of 
the opinion that the cost of the election 
would come within several hundred dol- 
lars of that sum. The committee will 
employ and pay all the managers and 
clerks of polls, will hire stores for vot- 
ing places, will erect the necessary vot- 
ing booths and will pay for the printing 
of the thousands of official ballots that 
are to be used, ? 

Managers -and clerkg of the polls for 
the city election will not be paid as much 
this year as last. During the meeting 
of the sub-committee it was decided to 
pay managers $4 each and clerks $8 each 
for the day’s work. Last year the man- 
agers received $5, while the clerks were 
paid $4, 


There will be three nfanagers and three | 


clerks at the polls in each of the seven 
wards, and their aggregated salaries for 
one day will amount to $147. The mem- 
bers of the committee seemed to be of 
the opinion that the election should be 
held as economically as _ possible, and 


Chairman J. R. Smith, of the first ward, | 


declared himself very much tn favor of 
this plan. 

At the next meeting of the sub-commit- 
tee, which will be called by the chair- 
man, the managers and clerks will be ap- 
pointed. The form of the official ballots 
will also be selected, and a contract let 
for the printing as soon as possible that 
there may be no delay in getting them. 
The secretary of the committee was au- 
thorized to call upon the various candi- 
dates that have announced for the amount 
assessed against each.

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If they are adopted by the board they 
will be sent to council with the recom- 
mendation that they be embodied in an 
ordinance which the board will ask to 
have passed. It is to be.expected that 
the board will ratify the action of the 
two committees. The members of the 
committee present wer. Drs. E. H. Rich- 
ardson, B. W. Bizzell and C. F. Benson. 
City Health Officer Kennedy also attended 
the meeting. 

During the meetine Dr. Benson declared 
that it was very essential that the health 
officer should take charge of the vital 
statistics of the citv and should see to it 
that certain city laws were observed to 
the very letter. He stated that in his 
opinion only about one-third of the births 
in the city had been reported to the 
board of health, although city ordinances 
required every physician in the city to 
make such reports. Dr. Benson said 
that if a few examples were made of 
doctors who failed in this particular he 
thought the effect would be good. 

All of the members of the committees 
were privileged to make suggestions as 
to the rules which they thought should 
govern the health officer in the discharge 
of his duties, and as a result the rules 
formulated were prepared from the ideas 
submitted during the meeting. 

Office Hours Determined. 

It was decided that the office of the 
health officer should be Fept onen daily 
from 8 o'clock in‘the morning until 5 
o’clock In the afternoon and the official 
hours of the health officer himself should 
be from 10 to 12 in the morning and from 
4 to 65 in the afternoon. Dr. Kennedy 
stated that he agreed with the commit- 
teemen that his office should be open 
between the hours named, but he also 
thought that he should not be restricted 
to any special hours himself, as his work 
might be such ag to prevent him from 
being in his office at certain times. 

According to the committees, the health 
officer will compile the vital statistics 
and report daily to the clerk of the board 
of health regarding complafnts that mav 
be made, and also the existence of all 
cases of contagious and infectious dis- 
eases. Rule 3 puts within his charge 
all infectious, contagious, epidemic and 
pestilential diseases in the city. He will 
also have charge of the smallpox hospital! 
and quarantine stations and will file with 
the chief o: the sanitary department all 
requisitions for supplies for the hospital. 
Members of the committees declared that 
it was very necessary that the health 
officer should be clothed with police 
nower the same as the sanitary inspec- 
tors. 

He will be required to visit all of the 
public schools twice each year, or more 
frequently should the health board so 
direct, for the purpose of ascertaining 
if the schools are in a perfectly sanitary 
condition. The health officer will be ex- 
pected to see that all the ward physi- 
clans make monthly reports, giving in 
detail the work they have done. This 
will include a diagnosis and the treat- 
ment ‘of every case attended. He will be 
required to attend meetings of the board 
of health and must make himself fa- 
miliar with all existing sanitary ordi- 
nances and those that may in future be 
adopted by council. 

The members of the committees were 
also of the opinion that should the work 
of the health officer assume such pro- 
pcrtions as to require it necessary for him 
have a secretary, clerk or stenographer, 
he should make application to the board 
of health and that body would then 
take up the matter.

Although business is slack just at present, 
sellers are keeping aloof and will continue to 
do so unless receipts of new cotton show. a 
decided increase. Later on the matter of frost 
will monopolize attention and the impression 
that, a sharp cold snap will materialize un- 
usually early this year.

A 
decline of 10 points during the morning was 
mainly owing to reports brought from the 
south by a representative of a leading local 
firm who had been on a month’s tour of ob- 
servation to the effect that a full crop was 
quite possible with late frost.

The 
decline in corn and continued liberal receipts 
in the northwest were also bear features, Th>re 
was a good-sized export business at the sea- 
board with fair clearances, but absence of any 
considerable trading kept prices down, Decem- 
ber opened %@\%c to 4%@%c higher at 70%@ 
7ic. There was.a slight advance to 71 ce, 
after which, on heavy Selling, the market de- 
clined and the close was at the bottom at 70%%¢, 
a loss of %@'<c. 

Seaboard clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 440,000 bushels, and 4! boatloads 
were reported taken for export. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,515,000, against 1,318,000 bush- 
els a year ago> Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported receipts of 958.cars, against 743 cars 
last week and 438 a year ago. Local receipts 
were 222 cars, 2 of contract, making a total 
for the three points of 1,180 cars, against 
717 cars a year ago. 

A reduction in the total corn crop of two- 
thirds from the August reports, as given out 
in the government report, was the cause cf 
a strong opening in that grain, and there was 
a fairly good demand during the first few min- 
utes of trading. On the bulge there was a 
large amount of long stuff thrown onto the 
market, and the early advance was more than 
all lost. Covering by shorts brought about a 
reduction of %c, but heavy selling again 
Started prices down, After a few sales at the 
opening figures, there was a sharp decline and 
the close was at the lowest figures of the lay 
at 57c, a loss of %c. Receipts were 174 cars, 
10 of contract grade. 

Oats opened higher in sympathy with other 
grains, but were comparatively steady througcn- 
out the day. Trading was without any par- 
ticular features, the majority of it being for 
local account. December sold between 35@

ceipts were 154 cars. 

There was a fair trade in provisions at times 
and the qpening was at steady prices. Under 
the influence of grains longs disposed of much 
of their holdings, causing a weaker tone.

Chicago, September 11.—Wheat: The weather 
map showed general rains. Forecast: North- 
west fair. Government report suggests wheat 
crop of about 625,000,000 bushels; corn |.- 
250.000.000: oats about 560,000,000. It is 
noticeable that receipts in the southwest ure 
falling off materially. Seaboard sales of wheat 
44 loads. The market was considerable of a 
disappointment, although values opened up on 
the bureau report, which was very bullish, in- 
dicating a crop both spring and winter very 
much at variance with estimates of crop ex- 
pegs and which must be accepted as the true 
condition. There was a good-sized export bu-r- 
iness at the seaboard and clearances fair. We 
regard wheat as in a strong position and favor 
purchases on all soft spots, 

Corn—Sales at the seaboard 5 loads. The bu- 
reau reports was unexpectedly bullish, no drop 
being looked for, which resulted in a sharp 
demand with higher values on buying by com- 
mission houses for outside account to a great 
extent, while some of the local bull crowd were 
also buyers on the declines. The most notable 
feature was the enormous selling by brokers 
and commission houses representing Cudahy, 
which, in the aggregate, may have amounted 
to 47,000,000 bushels. The closing was soft, 
and it would look as if values would work a 
little lower. There are no indications of frost, 
but further declines will be apt to stimulate 
a good shipping and export demand. 

Oats—The bureau report was bullish, which 
resulted in good buying, but values worked 
off with corn, with elevators selling while 
the Continental Packing and Cereal Company 
were good buyers, On further declines we 
favor purchases, 

Provisions—Hogs closed active at the decline, 
but values worked off in sympathy with the 
grain markets and selling by packers, Ship- 
ments of lard and meats heavy. We favor pur- 
chases on soft spots. 


Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, September |1|.—Wheat: There w.s 
a little better opening this morning on the 
government report showing a slight further loss 
in the condition during the month, but after 
a fractional gain of 4@%¢, the advance w4s 
lost and the market became very dull. The 
foreign markets were quiet, showing slight

The detailed crop bulletins have 
almost uniformly from each state reported 
the condition maintained and prospects very 
matertally improved over indications at first, 
Fither the state bulletins are worthless or there 
is an error in the government report. General 
selling was reported during the day. Corn 
closed near the bottom.

The pur- 
pose to protect the market on the part of the 
combined capitalists is not changed apparently, 
but there was not the same effort made to 
advance prices ar invite speculation.. This is 
the natural dUtgrowth of the relief by selling 
to realize that has already been accomplished 
this week, and of the desire to protect the 
money market from any inroads in the shape 
of loans’ for speculative purposes. The relapse 
of the market into increasing dullness and the 
heaviness shown today can probably be ade- 
quately accounted for on these grounds. There 
also were some factors of positive effect to- 
ward depression. The reopening of the pres- 
ident’s wound last night, while it occasioned 
no actual uneasiness here, seems to have af- 
fected sentiment im London, and sales here 
for London account had to be taken care of on 
a considerable scale for the first time in many 
days. The contradiction of last night’s rumors 
of steel strike settlement resulted in a reac- 
tion of the United States Steel stocks, and the 
annual report of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company did not make an encouraging show- 
ing of conditions resulting from the vear’s bus- 
iness. The government crop report showed a 
poorer condition of corn than anticipated, some 
speculators having looked for improvement over 
tne August | condition. 

The effect of the treasury’s proposals for re- 
lief of the money market was confined to sur- 
mise, a8 no statement was forthcoming as to 
the amount of bonds offered or the prices 
asked.

VIADUCT TO BE ASPHALTED 


Bridge Committee Recommends to 
Council Payment of Forfeit. 


$350 TO RELEASE CONTRACT 


Coaldale Company Charges That 
,Amount to Cancel ontract for 
Vitrified Brick Ordered. 


The Diidge and finance committees 
met yesterday morning to act in the 
ibtidge contract matter. The Cqgaddale 
company had notified Contractor Wilkins 
and City HMingineer Clayton that they 
would not tancel the order for vitrified 
brick for paving the viaduct, except un- 
der a consideration of $500. 

The committee would not agree. to 
these terms, but offered to pay $300. Tne 
Matter was finally compromised yester- 
day at $350 forfeiture and a recommen- 
dation will be made to council for the 
payment of that sum, 

This practically concludes the matter, 
as it is improbable that any opposition 
to the measure will be encountered. 

At the beginning of the viaduct it was 
expected to use vitrified brick for pavilg 
and the contract called for such. Later 
it was decided that as Whitehall street 
would be asphalited and as Peachtree 
street is already so, it would be desirable 
to use similar material on the viaduct, 
making one continuous uniform thor- 
oughfare. Mr. Wilkins agreed to make 
this change provided that he were re- 
leased from the order for bricks alreany 
piaced with the Coaldale company. He 
was informed by the company that they 
would not cancel the contract, The mat- 
ter was then put before the bridge com- 
mittee to settle as they saw fit between 
the city and the brick company. After 
several weeks’ discussion the foregoing 
conclusion was reached. 

Contractor Wilkins will receive $1,800 
additional to cover the extra expense ol 
putting down asphalt, 

Wark on the viaduct is progressing 
steadily. The stringers and buckle plates 
are being laid and the concrete flooring 
put down. Mr. Wilkins expects soon to 
have a passage ready for pedestrians 
over the structure.

ALL GEORGIA IS INTERESTED

of Five Days’ Limit—None 
of This ‘Kind Are 
Credited. 


Several new names were added to the 
list of comtestants yesterday in The Con- 
stitution battle of ballots for the ten trips 
offered to’ the wage earners of Atlanta 
and of Georgia.

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FARMERS SHOULD SAVE HAY 


Commissioner Stevens Gives Good 
Advice This Month. 


IMPERATIVE 


Says the Western Crop Will Be Very 
Short and Farmers Must 
Be Careful. 


DECLARES IT 


In his monthly talk to the farmers is- 
sued yesterday, Commissioner O. B. Ste- 
vens, of the department of agricufture, 
gives some timely and important advice. 
He urges them to save all the hay pos- 


sible in view of the great shortage in the 


western crop this year. He says in 
part: : 

“In view of the cop condition of the 
west and the northwest it behooves the 
farmers of Georgia and the south gen- 
erally to allow no waste upon the farm. 

“Many of our people depend in great 
measure upon western hay. But so un- 
favorable has been the condition in the 
west throughout the entire season of 
1901 that their dependence will prove a 
broken reed. In other seasons hay which 
cost $ or $6 a ton in the western market, 
sold in Georgia, by reason of transporta- 
tion, at from $13 to $15 a ton. The pres- 
ent season has been so unfavorable that 
western hay brings on the farm where it 
is grown ang mowed $16 a ton. Now the 
farmer, judging by the past, can make 
his own caloulation as to what western 
hay will cost him by the time it reaches 
the Georgia market. In view of this he 
must see the necessity of supplying the 
needs of his stock from his own farm. 
Every mower should be put to work at 
once, or, if the farm is not equipped 
with such an implement, bring the hand 
scythe into active play. Every available 
blade of grass should be cut. Gather 
in the crab grass, crow-foot and wire 
grass. Cut all the bermuda on your 
place, and fail not in utilizing all your 
pea vines. Mow also the swamp grasses 
and all the broom sedge, that is not too 
far matured to be used for hay. Though 
the two last named do not make the best 
hay, wena are better than no hay, or 
than paying excessive rates for the west- 
ern article. If a shredder ig to be had, 
have your corn stalks shredded and stored 
away. Make good use of your cane. 
nothing escape your notice that can be 
used for food for your stock. 

“This is a time which puts to the se- 
verest test a farmer's scientific knowledge 
and ability to make his farm a success. 

“This is no time for a man becaus¢ of 
the difficulties that beset him to fold 
his hands and, saying, ‘all is lost!’ give 
up the fight. Though in many sections 
cotton has been seriously damaged and 
thé corn crop is below the average, minor 
crops, such as peas and potatoes, are do- 
ing well. on 

‘Some report the fields overrun with 
frass. Cut all that grass and turn it 
into hay. Use all means to avoid the 
loss of any part of any product that can 
be stored away for the use of man or 
beast. | 

“The cry of disastrous drought over a 
large section of the union is, alas! too 
true. A short grain and grass crop in 
the west means high grain and meat to 
the southern farmer who does not raise 
his @wn supplies. Will Georgia farmers, 
under these conditions, allow their barns 
to remain empty, while the fields are 
covered with valuable native grasses 
which can now be saved and housed at a 
nominal cost? Or will they wait until 
next spring and pay $20 or $25 a ton for 
western hay?’

Hon. Pope Brown was in the city yes- 
terday and spent some time in the office 
of the rdilroad commission. Mr. Brown 
had his family in the city and stopped 
with friends. He was not registered at 
any of the hotels. 

Mr. Brown fs quoted as saying at the 
capitol yesterday to some friends that 
he had his coat off and his sleeves rolled 
up, and that he was ready to go to work 
in earnest. Mr. Brown, as has been 
stated recently in the press, has em- 
ployed a stenographer and ‘is getting 
ready for campaign work. It was this 
new departure that he was asked about 
yesterday when he stated that he was, 
figuratively speaking, in his shirt sleeves 
and ready for hard work. 

Mr. Brown made what was practically 
considered a formal announcement some 
days ago. Still it left something to be 
added later. That something has not 
yet been added, but the preparations Mr. 
Brown is making indicate that there Is 
no doubt of his intentions. His friends 
say he is in the race to stay, and that 
he will be there until the last ballot has 
been cast in the convention. 


A suggestion has sprung up somewhere, 
but from where nobody seems to know, 
that there would be a change in the man- 
ner of conducting the primary for gov- 
ernor next year. Of course nobody knows 
that any such thing will be done, never- 
theless the idea has gone forth to the 
effect that there will be a general pri- 
mary in which the people will vote di- 
rect for governor, and that the man get- 
ting the largest number of votes will be 
the nominee. This, it is said, would do 
away with a convention altogether. So 
far-as is known none of the candidates 
fiave suggested this plan, though there 
might be some of them who would. not 
object to it. However, it is belleved this 
talk is a long way from base. There is 
little doubt about the state executive 
committee following the customary .plan, 
which means the primary will be fol- 
lowed by a convention at which the dele- 
gates will express their choice for gov- 
ernor and the man with the most dele-, 
gates will carry the day. 


The mayor and aldermen of Cartersville 
have made application to the railroad 
commission for a new depot or new de- 
pots as the case may be. It is claimed 
that the East and West Railroad of 
Alabama, which runs in there, has no de- 
pot facilities at all, while those of the 
Western and Atlantic, it is stated, are 
wholly inadequate. As the trains of both 
roads stop at nearly the same place, the 
petition suggests that they might build 
a common depot, giving the people there 
far better facilities than they have at 


the present time.

up in Bartow county that this road, 
which belongs to the Georgia Mining 
Company and of which Joel Hurt, of At- 
lanta, is president, was doing the busi- 
ness of a common carrier. Though it 1s 
not a chartered corporation, the commis- 
sion has jurisdiction over all companies 
that do the business of a common carrier. 
whether they are chartered or not. The 
commission, after considering this case, 
put the Iron Belt road in the sixth class 
for freight and in class C for passen- 
gers. This allows them to charge the 
highest rates permissible under the laws 
both for passengers and freight. The 
passenger charge allowed is 5 cents per 
mile. 


The next meeting of the railroad com- 
mission will be held on September 20, 
when the case of George M. Brooks 
against the Georgia railroad will be taken 
up. This case, as will be remembered. 
involves the authority of the railroad 
commission over interstate shipments af- 
ter they have arrived at their destina- 
tion, and are, in effect, in the ware house. 
It is believed it will be held, in accord- 
ance with the opinion of Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Terrell, that the roads are, 
under these circumstances, #enbject to the 
demurrage rules of the commission. 
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Attorney General J. M. Terrell has not 
yet rendered: his opinion in the case of 
the property of the Savannah Volunteer 
Guards, of Savannah, which was c§imed 
to be exempt from taxation under the 
charter of the battalion; but he says he 
is about ready to do so, and he thinks it 
will be in favor of the Guards. .He is 
of the opinion that their charter exemp- 
tion, which was granted before the adop- 
tion’ of the constitution of 1877, holds 
good, and that this military’ organiza- 
tion cannot be held subject to taxation. 
Mr. Terrell will probably within a few 
days so advise the attorneys for the 
company and will advise the governor to 
direct the tax receiver to make the nec- 
essary corrections in the tax digest of 
Chatham county so that the Guards will 
not be held Hable for back taxes on a 
plece of property which they have re- 
cently sold. 


Judge J. S. Turner, chairman of the 
prison ‘commission, has not yet returned 
to the capitol, but is expected every 
day. He, has recently had scarlet fever 
in his family and has not been able to 
leave home. General Evans and Com- 
missioner Eason have been attending to 
the routine business, and there is noth- 
ing of tmportance so far which has re- 
quired the attendance of the full board. 


L. W. Neeson, of Savannah, telegraph 
editor cf The Morning News, was in the 
city yesterday and visited the capitol. 
Mr. Neeson is one of the most promi- 
nent newspaper men of southeast Georgia 
and has done some splendid work for 
The News, with which he has been as- 
sociated for the last ten years.
